© 99 IAgF Hiſtory were as cafily conceited and made vſe of, as (according'to Bald) 
p, #5 it hath true proportion and documents for the gouernment of mans life; I | 
'PJ ſhould hold it no fin,fo preciſely ro preſcribe a limitation and bound, to-fuch 
» 25 ſhould enter the Liſt,and conſult with example: for what more pleaſing to 
our ſclues, or profitable for ſocieties could euer betall vs,then in this Theater 
of mans liſe, (wherein Hiſtory affordeth all ſorts of Actors) to fit and learne 
preuention by other mens perils,and to grow amply wiſe by forrain wrecks? 
All which being traduced to our priuate vic,we may cither as partners in whatwe hauc paſt,or 
obſeruers of future caſualties,by precedent cuents,tyeages to our memorics;and preuenting our 
eſcapes,by ſurucy of other mens repentance, briefely beget experience by ſight, or foreſight of 

worldly caſualties,and forme a mirror of fore-paſſed errors,to fore-iudge our furure calamities. 
But for that it behoouerh vs to enter this worldly Academy, the more prepared, the more that 
Hiſtory is fraught and fulfilled with plentiful fruit: and whereas the difficulty and difference is 
alike,to yecld an vpright verdict both of a mans owne,and other mens life;neirher may any man 
rightly examine another (how wiſe ſoeuer he be) except in <quall ballance he weigh his owne 
imperfeRions ; it muſt neceſſarily follow on both fides, that with the more wiſedome, and the * 
greater obſeruation we ought to entertaine Hiſtory, leſt our mind like the winde ſhould wander 
vncertainly,and our deuotion ſhould preuent our reſolution; oureſteeme,our knowledge.

litike eſtates are diſcouered. In ſumme; if any one haue adefire to read this Hiſtory, her 
PRO learne and apprehend, that all things fall out happily, and beyond theire 
Qation to t ow” Gromy who obſerue the will of God, and are afraide to tranſgreſle the lawes 

his Commandements; and that God hath prepared for ſuch the Crown & reward of felicitle, 
Contrariwiſe, if they ſhall depart from the diligent obſeruance thereof, that which is ale 
ſhall be made im le, and their endeuours in their opinion good, ſhall end in incurable&* 
lamities. For which cauſe I exhort all thoſe that ſhall readetheſe bookes, to fixe their mind 
vpon God, and that they approoue our Law-maker,if (as it worthily deſerued) he harh cons 
dered the diuine Nature; and attributed to the ſame ſuch aRions as are alwaies agreeah leto 
his power, and hath kept and continued his narration, free from the vanity of fables, whert- 
with othersare poiſoned:although in reſpeR of the lengrh of rime,and the antiquity of things, 
he might withour controle faine and imagine whatſocuer vanities:for he was borne morethen 
two thouſand yeeres agoe,which is a continuance of ages,10 which the Poets neither durſtre 
ferre the originall of their gods; neither the deeds or lawes of men, whereof they make mens 
Yon. But in purſuit of our Hiſtory, the ſequel of our diſcourſe,ſhall declare all things exadtly, 
and in conuenient order. For in compiling this worke, I haue promiſed to adde nothing, net 
ther to pretermit any thing;and for thar all whatſoeuer we ſhall declare, doth almoſt wholh' 
depend on the wiſedome of our Law-maker Moſes; it is neceſſary beforeall other things,thatl 
ſpeake ſomewhar of himſelfe , leſt perhaps any man ſhould wonder how this labour hauig 
beene enterpriſed, to diſcouer the words and workes of certaine perſons, is alſo imployed tt 
the greateſt part in deſcribing and diſcouering Hig are naturall, We ought theretorel 
know, that Moſes thought it moſt eſpecially either for him that will rightly dilpo 
his life, or impoſe lawes to other men, that firſt and in eſpeciall he haue the Knowledge the 
Aature of God; to the end that conceiuing in his minde the greatneſle of his workes ; IK

For the journey by Land being ve 
by reaſon of the multitude of Serpenrs;{for the countrey thereabours breedeth yp; 
ſorts of them, and ſome of thar kind)as the like thereof are nor ſeene in any place elſe, all different 
in proprictie, malignirie,and horrible forme; and amongſt theſe likewiſe there are ſome wi 
and apt to flye, who not only offend choſe thar they encounteron the earth very priuily, butalk 
towre very igh in the ayre,who houcr abour to hurt thoſe that are nor aware of them) hee, for

Ieſt he,by reaſon of the happie ſucceſſe he had had, ſhould begin to quicken and reviue ſome al- ir 
rerations in Agypt. They accuſed him therefore of murther before the King, who alreadic of 
himſclfe had him ia ſuſpition, as well in reſpect of the hatred he bare him forks noble carri uy lj 
and courage, during ſuch time as he was Generall, as alſo for the feare he had conceiued of the. benay Moſes, ,, 
deſtruction of Egypt; fore-told by his Prieſts, who inceſſantly incired him againſt Moſes : ſo 
that the King was vpon the.point to lay hands on him,and murther him.

Bur God intending to exprefle that he hs 
meant yet once more to plague the Xgyprians, and to conſtraine them to deliver the He- yeh away 
brewes : he commanded Moſes to declare vnto the people , thar they ſhould haue their ſacri- Moles =

H = y therefore forſooke Egypt the fourcreeſh day of the moneth Zanthicus, four 
hundreth and thirtie yeeres after Abraham our father came into Chanaan, and in the 
E -wo hundreth and fiftcenth yecre after Jacob was tranſported into Agypt,the eighteenth 
yeere of Moſes age ; who had Aaren to his brother, three ew elder then himſelfe. They cx. 
«ue. ried afo with them the bones of 7ſeph, axcoling as he had commanded his ſonnes, Bur thy 
finus,chap-14- Egyptians ;ans repented themſelues, becauſe they had ſuffered the Hebrewes to depart : the King 
. allo was very ſore mooued ; ſuppoſing, thar which was fallen vpon them, had happened by 
- the Moſes mcancs : and they all concluded ro purſue and follow after them. They therefore armed 
themſclucs, and furniſhed them with all their abiliments of warre, intending to purſue them,yy, 
der intent to bring them backe, if they might ouertake them : for they ſaid, that God would ng 
more bediſpleaſed againſt them,for that alreadie they had giuen them leaue to depart. They hg. 
ped likewiſe very eaſily ro bring them vader ſubjeRion, becauſe they were all of them diſanz 
and wearicd with trauaile. They therefore enquired of cuery one which way they held,and he. 
ſited themſclues tFfollow them,although they knew the Region was very. hard to trauell inznot 
onely for thoſe that were to march in troupe, bur alſo for thoſe that were to journey one byone. 
Moſes And! therefore did Moſes condudt them this way, to the end,thar if the Agyprians ſhould repent 
Coed them of their difiniſſion,and ſhould haſte them to purſue them,they might recemue the rewardof 
themthorow their wickednelſe,and the breach of their promiſe. He choſe this way likewiſe, leſt the Paleſtine 
Paldline ould vaderſtand of their departure, by reaſon they were diſpleaſed againſt the Hebrewes, be. 
cauſe of an ancient grudge which they bare them. Now doth Paleſtine confine and border ypon 
AYP; and # Sin led he them not by the way that direRly leadeth thither, bur he intended 
to bring them into Chanaan, by condudting them farre about, and thorow many calamities; to 
the __ that afterwards he might lead them to the mountaine of Sinai, where they might offer 
facrifice,according to Gods commandement.

But mp Moſes was arrived vpon the banke of the Sea, hee tooke his rodde and called vpon Moſes prayer 
God, and implored his aide and ſuccours in theſe words: O Lord, thou roo well knoweſt that '* _ 
it is impoſſible for vs by force or mans policic to eſcape theſe extremities : but thou art hee 
only rhat canſt ſaue this company, who haue forſaken Zgypr, following thy commandement. 
And ſince of our ſelues we haue not any hope or .meanes, we onely recommend qur (clues vn- 
tothy prouidence, aſſuring our ſelues, that by chat 'meanes onely wee may bedeliuered from 
the purſuireand hatred of the Agyprians: Send vs therefore ſpeedily thine affiſtance,td the end 
that thy power may be knowne in our weakeneſle, Reli ay Ss and hearten thy people, 
aſſuring them of their ſafety, who through their diſtruſt haue ſinned againſt thee : weare inui.

4 Hrs new and ynexpe&ted deliuerance of the Hebrewes from their danger, Thathumgs 
gn x was nota little obſcured by the wearineſle and rediouſhelle of their journey, ne 
£ ſo \ which they endured in their trauaile towards'the mountaine of Sinai : by for want of 
reaſon that the countrey was defart, and inhabjrable, deſtirure of Vidtuals, Water. | 
and wholly depriued ued of Waters; and not onely barren of that which ſerued 
&& z for the {i of men, bur alſo euery wayes deſtirute of paſturage and 
prouiſion for cattell: for it was not only dry and vtterly deſtitute of Water, 
bur alſo deprived of: all meanes to nouriſh and encreaſe fruit. Now they A enforced to pro= 
ſecute their way thorow this countrey, by reaſon they could not otherwiſe chaſe; -ſo that they 
were conſtrained to beare with them che Water whith they had drawne before ſuch time as 
they entred the Delarr, according as their Ca and Conduftor had commanded them : 
which being ſpent, they digged Pits, out of which they drew Water with great difficultie, by 
reaſon of the ſterilitie of the countrey: and further,the Water which they found in thoſe places 
was bitter, and no ways fit to drinke; and that which was worſe, very little in quantitie. Tra- 
uelling onwards of their journey after this manner, t they arriued abour the cuening ina certaine - 
place, which by reaſon the Waters thereabout were brackiſh,they called Mara,thar is to ſay,Bir-/ 
rerneſſe, There,wearied with their trauaile,and their proviſion failing them, they began to be tra. 
uailed with neceffitie,ſo that they reſolued to ſtay i inthar placezand the rather,in thar they found 
acertaine Pir there, which although it were inſi to fnipk {o great an Armic, yer for that 
found it in that countrey, it yeelded them no little conſolation. For they were queen 
_—_ that if they-trauailed onwards,they ſhould find no Water; and as touching the Wa- 
ter of that Pir meh dicee and vnfit for their drinking, that it neyther was dy wah 
mens raſte,n able for their very cartell likewiſe. Whereupon Moſes ſeeing them ſo diſ- 
comforted, neirher knowing in what ſorr to ſatisfie them,in that he had nor ro deale with an op- 
polite Armie,or Enemie, to the end,to enforce and to repell them with valour ; and for that hee

ent miſcric; He willed them therefore to take heede, leſt _ impatience and in- 
nefes they gratitude, they ſhould be found vnworthy of Gods fauour who both neglected his will, by 
hadreccived whoſe direction rhcy Were _ our of Agyprt,and ſore threatned and hared him,which ws 
og Gods miniſter, eſpecially ſince hitherro they might no wayes complaine of him in any thing, 


which hee had vndertaken to execute by the commandement of God. Then reckoned heeyp 
particularly vnto them, how the Zgyprians were ouerthrowne,and afflicted, whileſt contrarieto 
Gods will,they endcuourcd to deraine them: how the ſame Riuer,which to thn was ew 
Moſes redeo* and vnprofitable to drinke of xo themſclues became both ſweer and porable: likewiſe, howthe 
the pope all Sea retyred it ſelfe, and furthered borh their nigh and paſſage, wherein they ſaw themſelues {6 
he benekts cure and free from danger and contrariviſe, their enemies deſtroyed, ouerthrowne, and drow: 
haddone ya- Ned : and how, cuen vntill that day,being diſarmed, they were by Gods prouidence both furs 
them, ſhed and fortified abundantly. Againe,how often God had deliuered them from apparant death 
| and danger, beſides all mens opinion ; who being All, and alwayes omnipotent, gaue them 
that time, no, not the lealſt woition of his aſſiſtance. For which cauſe, they were to ſufferal 
things patiently, and ro imagine with themſelues, that the ſuccour, although it were deferred 
was neucr too late, which was recciucd before ſuch timeas the danger had preuailed : and foto 
thinke, that God contemned not their perils, bur that he made tryall of their fortitude and free 
louc,to ſee whether they were able and willing to abide the want of meat 2nd drinke; or _ 
whether after the manner of brute beaſts,they had leifer be rrained in ſerwle trauaile, to thee 
they might be glurted like them,and made the better able to endure their labour. To'concluds 
that he nothing feared his life(becauſe thar being vnjuſtly flaine,no cuil could happen vnto hin) 
bur that he was fearefull of their ſaferie, leſt lifting vp their bands to ſtone him, Is ſhouldb 
hr to = themſelues againſt Gods Ordinance. Thus pacified he them, and mollies 
the furic they had conceiued to endangerhis life: and ſo much preuailed he, hat they repenttd 
them of that enterprize, whereby they _ to en r him. And for that he knew that the 
Males lmplo- had ſome reaſon to be thus mooued, he addreſſed himſelfe to prayer and ſupplication:and alter 
wy ding a certaine Rocke, he required Gods helpe to relicue their infirmirics,wanrs,and afflieo 
in whoſe hands onely the ſaluation of the. people conſiſted; beſeeching him in mercie to forg q 
che people, being exaſperated with extreme miſeries, and by reaſon thereof diſtracted and wit 
drawne from their durie. Whercupon God promiſed him to haue care of the people ; allur. 
him, to ſend them a {pecdic and preſent deliuerance. Which when Moſes vnd he came 
downe vnto the mulrirude : who perceiving him altogether refreſhed with joy, by reaſon® 
thoſe Ron which he had recciued at Gods hands, exchanged their doleſome lamentario® 
intoa of delight. He therefore ſtanding vp in the midſt 0 them,told them.rhat he brougit 
vato them a moſt ſpeedie remedie for their preſent neceſlitic. And not long after, a number

Bat he withdrawing himſelfe apart ;þi _— 
fromrhe furie of the people,conuented himſelfe varo God in prayer; beſceching him, that as he are trauailed 
had giuenthem food in their neceffitie; he would. row alſo gine them drinke ir that preſent, "**%*% 
wherein they were well-nigh choaked with. thirſt; praying him to prouide them of drinke alſo, 
or otherwiſe, that their meat was vnprotitable raxhem : Whercon God preſently granted his 

prayer; promiſing Moſes, that he would giue him a Fountaine, and abundance of Water, from 

that place from whence he leaſt expected it. Hereon he commanded him, that ſtriking vpon the 

Rocke with his Rod,which was there by,hard-at hand, he ſhould'from thence ſeeke that which 

they demanded and wanted; alluring kim,thar every onc,withour trauaile or Iabour,ſhould hauc 

ſufficient therefro, Which'counſaile when Moſes had receiued'from Gods hands, he returned yn- 

to the people, who expected him,8& had their eyes fixed vpon him : for at that time they beheld 

him deſcendins from rhe Rocke,where he had made his prayer. No ſooner was he arriued,bur 

he told them,;that God would in like ſort deliuer them from that neceflitie,8& would oraciouſly 

graunt them an vnexpected relicte ;; telling them, that a floud ſhould ſuddenly breake from the 

Rocke. But they being amazed at thar which they heard,and doubting leſt tyred with rhirſt,and 

trauiled by journeyes, they ſhould be enforced to hew and cleaue the Rocke : Aoſes ſtrucke the Moſes irikedk 
ſame 1 ſuch ſort with his Rod,that hediuided it in ſunder,and delivered out molt cleare & pure be Rod, 
Watrin great abundance. The peoplewere very ſorc aftoniſhed ar this ſo e accident : {o and here iff 
that beholding the Water,their thirſt was quenched.

And this victorie of theirs 
was the cauſe of their very great good fortune, nor onely for the preſent, bur alſo for the rime 
ro come: Fornor onely had rhey their enemies bodies vnder their ſubjeRion,bur alſo their ſpi- 
rits ; ſo as they were feared by all the Nations round abour. And they multiplyed both in

And alchough all rhe reſt of the countrey had a cleare and vntroubled Skie,yer 
thcreabout violent Winds were rayſed, and hideouiſly roared; and a np Raine/ſuccee- 
ded them 3 and Thunderclaps,dreadfull ro heare, and Lightnings,horribleto behold, ſignified, 
that God was there preſent,and that Moſes (with-good ſucceſle,and for their ptofirt) had confer- 
red with him. Let thoſe that reade this judge thereof;as it ſhall pleaſe them: bur as CO 
ſelfe, it is not any wayes lawfull for me ro depart inany ſort from that which is writrenin 
Scriptures. That which the Hebrewes both heard and fawn that it was ene es vnaccuſto- 
med vnto them,rroubled them greatly. Furthermore,the repore that was publiſhed as touching 
that mountaine, Thar God repaired and dwelt. on the fame, maruailoufly amated their ſpirits; 
They therefore ſad and pen(tue,contained themſelucs within their Tents,thinking that Afoſes was 
deſtroyed through the wrath of God, and pray no leſſe miſcrie themſelues. But whileſt 
hey were thus troubled in thought, Moſes preſented himſelfe vnto them(with a countenance full 
fraught with a pleaſing majeſtie,and lookes ſo contented,as they teſtified the inward canfolation 
ff his minde) whom they no ſooner beheld, bur ſuddenly all their feare vaniſhed, and-in place 
xcof,a hope of ſome great good hap ſucceeded ; and withall,the ayre,vpon his arriualL;reco- 
cred his former clearenefle and ferenitic. Hereupon he ſummoned the people to a ſolemne and 
penerall aſſembly, ro the end he might report,and they heare,what Commandements God had 
piucn them by him. No ſooner were they aſſembled, bur hee (from an vpper place,to theend

They faid likewiſe,that ft 
would take the paines at that time,and endeuour themſclues,that God would alwayes fight 
them: proteſting,that they were able to oucr-runne the Nations,although they were bu they 
ſclues; yea,alchough Moſes would cndeuour to eſtrange God from them. In a word,thatitws 
behookfull;thar all of them ſhould be Lords of themſclues;and that being recomforted and 
deemed from the ſeruitude of Zgypr, they ought not to ſuffer Moſes to tyrannize AY ar 
to conforme their lines to his will ; vnder this vaine beliefe, that God had onely diſc th 
Moſes that which was behoofefull for chem, by reaſon of the affection which he bare him: 
all of rhem were not deriued from the loynes of 4braham,and that he onely were the mdrin 
all,in fore-knowingtherhings thar ſhould happen vnto them,by particular inſtruction fromGodt 
Thar euen then they ſhould ſeeme to bewiſe,if(condenining hs pride,and fixing their trultypa 
God)they would rake poſleſſion of the Country which he had promiſed themyin ſpight

contradiction;who for this cauſe hindred them, ſetting the name of God before them:That! 
fore purting before their eyes their neceſſitie,and the Deſart,whichdayly more and moreaggts 
uared their miſcric,they ſhould endeuor themſclues couragioully to ſally ouragainſt rhe enemy 
the Canaanites ; alledging, that God would be their Guide, ſo as they had no reaſon to expe 


the aſſiſtance of their Law-maker. Ar laſt, when this ſentence was approued by a9 1 
ance, they flocke our in multirudes againſt their enemies : who neyrher affrighted by their hen 
allaulr, neyrher terrified with their infinite multitude, valiantly reſiſted them, who deſperate 
__ : ſo thar(the better part of the Hebrewes being flaine)chey purſued the reſt (entoy 
ced y to turne their backs) euen vnto their Campe, This ouerthrow(hapning belideal 
mens opinion) wondrouſly dejedted the minds of the multirude,that they grew deſperate ofi 
future good forrune; concluding,thart God had ſent and inflied that plague vpon them, becalt 
without his counſaile and fauour they had encerprized the barraile. Bur when Moſes 
that both his owne IN were dilmayed with the overthrow which they had, &theer: 
mie was waxen proud with theirlate viRorie,fearing likewiſe leſt(not content with theirs ſet 
ſuccefle) they ſhould attempt further, he determined to reryre his forces backe againe into 
Delart.

peared not any ſigne of that which had hapned. Thus periſhed they all, leauing behind theman 
example of Gods power and iudgements. And this accident was the more miſerable,inthatthere 
wereno one,no not of their kinsfolk or allies that had compaſſion of them:{o thar all the 
wharſocuer, forgetting thoſe things which were paſt, did allow Gods iuſtice with joy 
ing them vnworthie to bebemoned , but to be held as the plague and 
of the people. After that Dathas with his family was extinguiſhed, Moſes aſſembledallthoſe tha 
contended for the Prieſthood rogether , committing againe the election of the prieſthood var

in Gods ſight. For which cauſe therwo hundred and fiftie men aſſembled themſclues, who were ' 
both honourcd for the vertue of their anceſtors , and for their owne abilities farre greater then 
theirs : with theſealſo ſtood Aaronand Chore, and all of them offered with their cenſers before 
the Tabernacle,with perfumes ſuch as they brought with them ; when ſodainly fo great a fire 
ſhone,as neither the like was cuer kindled by mans hand , nor vſually breaketh from 4 
of the burning earrh,neither was cuer quickned in the woods, ſplit and borne downe inthe ſums 
mer time by a ſoutherne brize,but ſuch a one as ſeemed to be kindled in heauEmoſt brightſome 
and flaming:by force and power whereof thoſe two hundreth and fiftie ( rogether with Chore) 
were ſo conſumed,that there ſcarce appeared any reliques of their carcaſſes; Only Aaron remaj- 
ned vntouched,to rhe end it might appeare that this = came from _ Theſe things thus

If by theſe 
medicines the vabridled irregard of youth may be healed, let no man eyrher impute or reproach 
him in his ſubmiſſion: for in ſo doing, the Law-maker ſhall be accounted mercifull,and the pa- 
rents ſhall be held to be happie, when as they fee that their ſonne or daughter is exempt from 
iſhment. Burt if ſuch ſpeeches and inſtruftions of the father are ſer light by the ſonne, letthe 
Love be irreconciliable enemies againſt ſuch continuall outrages committed by the children 
2gainſt their parents, and ler them drag them out of the Citie,in the ſight and weekkncy of all the 
people, and there ler him be ſtoned to death: and afterthe offender harh lyen there a whole day, 
inthe ſight of the people, let him be interred and buried by night.

them opporcunity to depart. 'Whereupon the King ſent a ſpeedy commandement and offi- 
cers to apprehend them, to theend tharbeeing brought before him , hee might by torture ex- 
cort from them the cauſe and reaſon why they came into his Citic. Of whole approach , when 
Rahab had gotten ſome priuate intelligence , ſhee hid rhe Spies vnder cerraine packes of linnen, gpub ite 
which ſheedryed neere vato the walles, androld them that were ſent by the King, that certaine the Spies, 
ſtrange alittle before Sunne-ſer had ſupr in her houſe, but tharthey were departed; who 
ifchey were ſuſpected b the King, as ſuch as intended any detriment rothe Common-weale, 
they might with little labour and purſuite be eaſily ſurprized in their way. They hearing the 
woman ſpeake after this manner,andimagining no ſubrilry or deceit in her, returned backe agai 
without ſearching the hoſtrie. Bur aftcrthey were buſied and trauelled inthe purſuit and ſearch 
after them cuery way , andtraQting of euery path, whereby they might bee ſuſpected to trauell 
rowards Iordan, and perceiuing nofigne oftheir flight, they defiſted any further ro purſue them. 
No ſooner was the tumule nt rw t Rahab calleth forth the Spics,and told them the dangers 
to which ſhe had expoſed her ſelfe for their ſecurity ſake(for had he bin conuinced to haue con- 
cealed rhem,ſhe might by no meanes haueeſcaped the puniſhmenr of the King,bur that both ſhe 
and all her family had miſerably periſhed:) She therfore requiredthem,thar at ſuch timeas they 
ſhould bee Lords ofthe countrey of Chanaan, and had both the occaſion and power torequire 
her courteſies,rhat they _ haue her in remembrance. This faid,, _p di — _ hen 
the endt toht returne home againe.) But before their departure ſherooke an oath of rhem, 
70 roms Arn. her ſelfe and ll thar which appertained varo her, at ſuch time as they ſhould 
become maſters of the Citie, and had deſtroyed all rhe Citizens thereof,according to the arreſt 
and ſentence giuen againſt them ; which ſhee knew ſhould come to paſſe, hauing certaine appre- 
henſion of the ſame, by certaine ſfignes and tokens from God : whereupon for the preſent with 
many thankeſgiuings they proteſted, and for the future avowed and {wore vnto her, toacknow- 
ledge her kindneſe not in words, but indeedes. Ar ſuch time therefore as ſhee ſhould perceiue 
that the Citie was ready to bee ſurprized,they counſelled her that ſhee ſhould retyreall her ſub- 
ſtance,and all thoſe that appertained vnto her,intoher houſe; and that before the doore thereof, 
ſhee ſhould ſpread ſome crimſen garment, to the intent that the Generall perceiuing the fame, 
might inhibire the ſouldiours from pillaging and ſpoiling her houſe : For ( ſaid they ) wee will 
giue him notice herof (by reaſonof that willing forwardnes that hath bin in thee to ſaue our liues) 
and if by misfortune any of thy friends die in the combate , doe not —_ the faulr vnto vs;

- & Tfach time as Ceſar and _Ambory made triall of their titles in the Attian warre, and Hedio& Rut- 
inthe ſcucnth yeere of the raigne of King Herod, there hapned ſuch an earthquake in the AP 6 
of Indza,thar neuer the like was ſcene in any other place: fo that diuers beaſts quaeia ly 
were {laine thereby,and many men were ouerwhelmed with the ruines of their houſes, and pe- _ 
hed tothe number of ten thouſand. Onely the men of warre receiued no damage, becauſe men, 
encamped in the open field, The Arabians hearing zidings hereof (which were farre grea- 
wr by report,then they were in effec, by ſuch, who in fanour of the Arabiats, and hare of th 
lewes,reporred the ſame) waxed proud : yeaſo much was their res vn me hereof, as if 
allthe Cities of Iewry had beene already ouerthrowne, and the ment extinguiſhed; and | 
&ifthey had no aduerſaries remaining aliue to contradiR them. For which cauſe laying hold of The Arabians 
thoſe Embaſſadours of the Iewes, who came vnto them to intreat of peace in their deſperate e- ll the Em. 
taes,chey flew chem,and afterwards in the heate of their ſpleene, ſet vpon their enemies campe.. the lewes 
Barrhe Tewes nor daring to expe or preuent their aſſault, for their preſent miſeries had deie- 
q ths affected didthe King incourage,nd alle one him their Capreins and mach Hoo 
ty. Theſe thus ing vnto him their Captains, and(as much 09 com-

Theſe perſwaſions of his did nor a little encouragerhe lewes tothe batcell, and made them rw 
more forward chen before. As for Herod, after he had offred ſacrifice,according to thecuſtome, 
te drew his army foorth, and led chem Ma ep confidence againſt the Arabians,and paſſing 
he eacamped neer vnto theenemy,wirh an intene to ſurprize a fort ſitaare berween them 
poth:making this account thar it would further him much, cicher if ypon the preſent he ſhould 
re drawne forth to fight, or ifir concerned him-tomarch onward, for that this place 
him to encampe in with more ſecurity, The fame reſolution alſo had the Arabians, 
cauſethey fell to $kirmiſh in thar place, wherein the firſt on both ſides thar gaue the charge, 
therwards ſome other followers were {laine:ſorhar thoſe of the Arabians ſet ing oucrcome, 
berooke them ro retrear. This ſucceſle of theirs bredno lirtle hope in the Iewes,who ſeeing the 
enemies army addreſſed to arrempt any thing rather then to fight, waxed the more hardy toa(- 
le the Arabian in his trenches,and beate him from his campe. They being forced by theſe a(- 
fults,drew forward to their defence in great diſorder, bringing neither courage nor hope of vi- 
@vry with them: yet notwirhſtanding they defended themfelues, both inregard of rheir grear 
mmber,as alſo in reſpe& of thar neceſſity wherunto they were inforced by the Iewes. The skir- 
miſh on both ſides was hot,anddiuers on either party were put to the ſword: but in the end, the 
Arabians being pur ro the worſt, turned their backs. The {laughter was ſo rharthey nor 
periſhed by their enemies ſwords, but they themſclues alſo m one another in the 
and diſorderly flight, in which they were trodden vnder foor, and lay flaughtered in a 
manner by their owne weapons: So that in that diſcomfiture there died ſome fiue thouſand: the 
rthaſtily fed on the other fide of the rampire: bur being ouerpreſſ&d with want of vifuals, 
as with lacke of water,they had not any ground or affuranceto eſcape. After them 
polted the Iewes, and being vnable to recouer the fortreſle wigh them, they begirt the campe 
witha fiege, and ſhut vp all the paſſages that no ſuccour could come vnto them, and rooke from 
themall opportunity to eſcape, although they ſhould affeR fight, 
"When as therefore they ſaw themſclues reduced into ſuch extremity, they ſent Embaſſadors 
vato Herod, firſt of al to demand a truce:and afterwards for thatthey were oppreſled wich thirſt, 
tore ſome remedy for their preſent neceſſicies. Burt he neither ref the Embaſladours, 
neicher the proffered ranſome for the capriues , nor any other whatſocuer reaſonable demand , 
—_— to reuenge himſelfe 6f thoſe iniurious rreacheries they had practiſed againſthis , 
walladors. Being t re inforced by thirſt(which amongſt other plagues moſt grieuouſly enforced by 
aided them)many of them forſooketheir trenches, and offred themſclues to bonds, and to be thict, 
kdaway captiues;ſo that within five daies fpace foure thouſand of them yeelded themſelves pri- Michaada, 
ſoners, On the ſixt day,all the reſt determined to (ally our,and aſfaile the enemy;rather making 
choice of aſſured then thus lingeringly and ignominioully topine away.

eſcape thereby their extreme misfortunes. For which cauſe the firſt onſer,a-

Bur percetuing thar he continued in his reſolution, & made noaccount 
ofher words, but did that for which he came, after that ſhe knew the cauſe ot his arriuall;the of- 
C fred her naked throat vnto him, with a great courage, vſing ſuch ſupplicarions as they _ 
do who deſpaireof their liues. For ſhe willed him to defer no longer, to finiſh thartragedy whi 
his companions had begun, & dicd in this ſort courageouſly by the hand of Lypwe:and after het 
was her daughter {lain,which was very yong. This did Zupes certifie Chereas of with all expedi> 
tion. This was Caius end,after he had liued foure yeers, wanting foure months; Before ſuch rime cu, « wie. 
as he obtained the Empire, he was an intem e & wicked man, and addiQted to his pleaſure; ked man. 
a fauourer of tale-bearers, exceeding fearefull,and for that cauſe,when he got the vpperhand of 
any man, he was ready to kill him. Heeſtecmed this the only fruit of his power, when heabuſed 
the ſameagainſt innocents ; and gathered or heaped vp great {poiles and booties by wicked and 
vniuſt murthers, rapines and oppreſſions ; = himſclfe aboue all humane authority, and af- 
D fefting to be eſteemed as a God, ſuffering himſelfe to be tranſported by the Journ praiſes. 
Furthermore, all that which the law condemned and puniſhed, as a thing moſt dereſtable, thar 
made he vſe of to puniſh vertue with. He neuer remembred any friendſhip that had beene done 
him, how great ſocuer it cither was or had bin, ar ſuch time as he was in his choler, and was apt 
to inflict puniſhments in his rag&on iuſt & vpright men. All that which was anſwerable rover- 
re, was odious in his eyes : Inall things that him liſted he had fo violent apperites,thar it was

Neither were they much diſcontented with Cams death, 
in thatthey ſuppoſed that vpon uſt occaſion, he was done to death: for which cauſe they rather 
berhought themſelues oa that which concerned their eſtates, and how might aſſure them. - 
ſclucs in choſe dangers, ſeeing the Germans were wholly bent againſt thoſe, who had flaughtred | 
Caius; rarher incited thereuntÞ of their owne cruell narures, then of any good affeRion they hai 
towards the w of the common-weale. All which things troubled Claudins, andput himig 
feare of his life, the rather for thar he ſaw Aſprenu head , and the reſt ofthe nobility that were 
maſſacred,carried about to be ſecn:for this cauſe he kept himſelfe ina certaine place, which wa, 
oncly acceſſible by certaine ſteps or ſtaircs, and hid himſelfe therein, becauſe it was obſcure. In 
that place one ofthe ſouldiers of the palace, called Gratas,being vnable to diſcerne who he waz, 
inregard of the obſcurity of the place,and ſuppoſing him to be ſome one rhat deſired to be cow 
cealed, he drew neere vnto him, to the intent he might the better know him : And when as Clas 
dius beſoughr him that he would depart and leaue him, he paſſed the more onwards, and layi 
hold of him and drawing him into the light, knew him; crying out to thoſe that followed 
This is Germazicss, let vs take hold of him,and create him Emperour.Claudiws perceiving that he 
was ready to be attached, & fearing leſt rhey ſhould put him to death in the like maner as they 
had done Caizs,belought them that they would pardon him, proteſting vnto chem his innocer- 
cic, and how he had in no ſorr been cither acceſſary oragent inthat which had bin done.Wher. 
upon Gratss beginning to ſmile, rooke him by the hand, ſaying,that he had no cauſe in that ſort 
to ſuſpect his lite : For (faid he) it bchoueth thee topull vp thy ſpirits, and tobethink chee how 
ro gouerne an Empire, of which the gods (who haue the care of the whole world) haue _ 

Caius, roreward thy vertuc with, Ariſe therefore and take poſſeflion of the throne of thi 

anceſtors. This ſaid, he lifted him on his ſhoulders, for that Claudins could notwalke on foot, 
h the feare and ioy that he had conceiued of that which had beene told him.

nance of their offered good fortune. Contrariwiſe,the people cnuied themehar dignity; 
knowing that their Emperors ſhould be as it were cerraine bridles, to reſtraine the auarice of the 
Senate, and the refuge of the people,they were very glad to ſee that Clandivs was aduanced: mas 
king their account that if he were created Emperour, they ſhould auoid aciuill warre like vato 
that which hapned in Pomperns tume, 

The Senate knowing that Claudius was carried into the army by the ſoldiers;choſe out ſome of The Senate 
thcir order, and now ſent them as meſſengers in their behalfe, ro ſignify vnto him that he ought Fa 
to vieno violence in obtaining the Empire, but rather ro remit the charge of the common-weale the 

C tothe Senate. That he both was and ſhould be one of the Senators, and haue the conduct of the ty fe 
common-weale, and diſpoſe it according to law, perſwading him to call vnto his remembrance 
thoſe gricuous miſchiefs, which rhe former tyrants had wrought inthe common-weale, & what © 
dangers he himſelfe had alſo ſuffered with them, during the raigne of Caiss their late Emperor. © 
That it ſhould ill become him, who had deteſted the fury of others tyranny at ſuch time as they © 
vſcd outrages, now willingly to be drawac to oppole himſelte againſt his country. That if he © 

would obey them, and continue to expreſle the vertue and conſtancy of his life, which in times © 
pat he led with commendation, he ſhould obraine thoſe honors which free citizens couldaffoord *©* 

im;and in ſuffring himſelfe to be gouerned by lawes,to the end hemight haue part in the com- © 
mandement,and to be commanded in his turne,he ſhould obraine the praiſc of vertue. That ifhe © 
D ſhould not be diſſwaded by the ſlaughter of Cazus, wh was freſh in memory, for their ownparts © 

they would hinder his proceedings as much as in them lay. They alſo alledged , that they were © 

furniſhed wich men of warre, with ſtore of armor,and a great number of domeſticall ſeruants,all © 

which chey would imploy againſt him : Bur ouer and theſe things, oy had wer ore » 

helps,namcly their hope, and good fortune, and the gods who arc wont to fight for thoſe who © 

maintaine yertueand goodnes. They ſolemnly proteſted allo for rheir own parts,that they were © 


of tha mind, that there was nothing more honeſt and juſt, then to fight for their liberty and © 
country. The Embaſſadors that brought this meſſage, were Yeranius and Broccus, who both of © 
them were Tribunes of the people. They proſtrating themſclues on theirknees before himghume 
bly beſought him that he dog the common-weale into ciuill war. And ſccing that 
clade s was jncloſed with. a great company of men of warre, in reſpect of whom the Conſuls 
were of no force, they beſought him that it would pleaſe him ro demand the gouernment at the 
Senates hands,and recciue ir from them if he were reſolued tobe orzfor that it would be an 
Ktmorcholy, and coupled with iuſtice and good if he ſhould obtaine the ſame with their 
good will,and not in dcſpightof thoſe, who would vVouchſafe it him willingly. -

trary to mine enemies expectation, and came to Taricheas. | 

As ſoone as the inhabitants of thar citie vnderſtood how perfidiouſly and traitrouſly the Ti- 
berians had dealt with me,they were fore diſpleaſed,and beraking themſclues totheir weapons, 
perſwaded me to lead them forth againſt them, telling mee that chey would reuenge the iniury 
that was offered vnto their Gouernor,and they blazed this treaſon of theirsthorow all Galilee, 
For which cauſe a number of armed Galileans came ro me 


the inhabitirs with their whole families vnder the ſpcare. The like did my friends, who eſca 

with me our of the citie, perſwade mee. Bur I in no ſort would admit their ſuite, ſu ir rq 

C beamarter vaworthy my diſcrerion,to reuive acaule of ciuill warre, imagining with my ſelfe,

D wicked and perfidious man, beſought mee that I would/lead chem forth againſt him, promiſing 
meto ouerthrow both him , Giſchala , and all his country. Therefore, after I had giuen them 
thanks for their loue rowards me, I promiſed them rhat mine offices of loue ſhould beanſiwera- 
ble to their leindnefſe. Yet beſought I them to reſtraine themſclues, and to grant me pardon, for 
that I thoughtit better ro appeaſe, then procure rrobbles, 

This requeſt of mine the Galileans granted : Whereupon we preſently came to Sephoris. Bur 

the rownſmen, who were reſolued to continue fairhfull cowards the Roman people, fearing m 
2pproach , endeuoured themſelues to diſtract me with ſome other affaircs, whereby they mi 
lue-in more ſecurity. Whereupon, ſending rheir meſſenger to /eſiw,the Capraine of the theeues, 
that kept vpon the confines of Prolemais , they promiſed hima great ſumme of money, if with 

E his armie of eight hundrerh men, who lined vnder his command, he would wage warre with vs.

He Cirizens of Alexandria had alwaies a quarrel againſt the ewes that liued with them 
ſince the time that that famous Alexander vicd their helpe againſt the Agyprians, and 
therefore permirred them to.inhabirt in Alexandria, and to haue the ſame priuil 
hat the reſt of the Citizens had, And this honour was alſo continued with them vnro the rune 
f the ſucceſſors and heires of Alexander: who alſo gaue them acerraine place in theciry to dwel 
n,thatthere they might liue more commodiouſly.

Ar laſt, he found Yeſpaſian, whom yrs tender 
he thought onely met for thar purpoſe ; a man who from his infancy had beene trained vp in Veipaan to 
warres,euen vntill he was gray-headed, who had appealed cthepeopleof the Weſt, and helped $957 
them being troubled by rhe Germanes,and rec it for the Romanes ! as alſo he did Briran- his acres, 
i ny, which was vaknowne before; and for that cauſe made his father Claudits triumph without 
taking any paines for it. Nero conſidered all theſe, and his prudence grounded inold age with 
his experience,who alſo had ſonnes in the lower of their age to be pledges for his fidelitic,and 
that repreſented their fathers wiſedome. God,as ir ſhould ſeeme,cuen then difpoſing ſomething 
of the whole Common-wealth, Neyo ſent him ro gouerne the armics in Syria, greatly cncoura- 
ging him with faire ſpeeches and promiſes, as at that time need required. 

Thus he departed out of Achaia,where he was with Nero:and he commanded Titas his ſonne veſpaiianand 
toleade the fifth & tenth legions from Alexandria,and he himſclfe croffing ouer to Helleſpone, Tims 
went after by land ints Syria, where he aſſembled all the Romane forces,and all the helpe of the Fyina the 
Kings adioyning that were confederares. But the Tewes after Ceſtizs vnfortunare ſuccefſe became lewes. 

D proud of thcir viRory,and could not containe themſelues ; bur likemen rofſed at Fortunes plea- 
ſure,they (till gaue more occaſion of warre:and gathering all their warlike forces rogether, they 
wentto Aſcalon,which is an old Citie ſcuen hundrerh and twenty furlongs diſtant from Ieruſa- 
lm,which the lewesalwaijes hated,for which cauſe alſo they firlt aſſaulted ir.

' WY E |y aboad the firſt aſſault of rhe enemies, and beat them backe that attempted ro afſaulr the wall. 
So the Iewes wha were vaskilfull, hauing to doe withthem that were expert; and they being 
on foot fighting againſt horſemen, without order, againſt thoſe that were in good order, being 
lghtly armed, againſt their aduerſarics who were well prouided,were _ repulſed. '

Eſpaſian departed from Tiberias, and pitched his rents betwixr it and Tarichea, and cn-' Velpaſan bes 
camped himſelfe;foreſeeing thar there he ſhould haue ſome trouble and long abode: for OT 
all rebels char deſired warre came thither, truſting both ro the ſtrength of the Citie, and 
the lake adioyning vnto ir called Geneſar, For this Cirie was fituate like Tiberias, vnder the 
mountaincs:and Joſeph had enclozed it with a wall on euery fide,where it was not compaſſed by 
che lake. Bur the wall though ir were ſtrong, yer was it not fo ſtrong as that of Tiberias: for 
leſeph builded that inthe beginning of the rebellion, having men and money at will; but thar of 
Tarichea was built onely by the remainder of his liberaliry. The Taricheans had great ſtore of 
ſhips inthe lake adioyning , rothe end thar if they were oucrcome by land, they might flie by 
water: and rherefore —_— their ſhips for bartell by warer if need be. Whi- 
leſt the Romans entrenc Jeſws & his followers not diſmaicd cither with the mul- 
trudeor militarie diſcipline of his enemies, iſſacd ont, of the citic, and ſlew the workemen, and 
deſtroicd a part of the worke:and perceiving the Romans armed and afſembled together agai 
him, he fled againe vnto his companie without any loſſeor harme recemued. But the Romans pur-

For they #3 mon 
perſwaded themſclues,thar Simor would preſently, laying armes aparr,come in humble wiſeand 
ncreatthem to reſtore vato him his wite. But $/o# was not mooued with'compaſſion for the Simons im- 
lofſe of his wife, but with fury : and comming to the walles of Teruſalem, like a cruell beaſt thar —_ 
had beene wounded,and could nor come to them that hurt him, he kild and flew all he mer. And 
taking them that went our of the Ciric to gather herbs and wood, he cauſed them to be whipped 
todeath, whether they were young or old: and this crueltie ſeemed onely wanting in him, that 
he did not cate thefleth of the dead bodies. Alſo he rooke many and cur off their hands,and fo 
ſent them into the City,thereby to terrific his enemies,and to recall the people fromthe Zelous: 
and bad ther tell the Cirizens, that except they preſencly reſtored his wite vato him, he ſwore 
by God who gouerned all, chat he would breake downe their walles, and vſcall that he found in 


the Citieafter char faſhion, and that he would ſpareno age, nor reſpe&the innocent more then 


mu guilty. Theſe his threats did not _ rerrifie the ny , th > OI The Zelous 
tthey ſent him his wife againe; and ſo his anger being ſomething afſwaged,ne cealed a while ſend back $i 
from daily laughter.

You children were not ouercome by the fabulous Syrens enchantments,who to honor God, 
doubted not to Iceauc your mother wichout children : And ſhe ſprung of; noble ſtock, choler- 
ther to want youfor a ſhort time, then to incurre eternall damnation, wiſhing rather tha the 
bodies of her children ſhould be tormented then their ſoules. Well ſhe knew, that nothingws 
more fraile and infirme then our bodies:which though perſecution be wanting, are often 
with agues, and abundance of blood or fluxes: And who is ignorant of ſhipwrack incidenttols- 
lers, hazard of life vato them that trauaile, and ſuddendeath to thoſe that livein calc 7 ſudden 
caſualty by fire, and by the hands of rheeues, and a thouſand other waies to diſpatch'our lues!
